The Earthbreakers (1952) was a departure from all the previous, sunbaked, taut 
Western stories and this is its companion, not only in the picture of people confronted 
by a new, raw country but also in the locale, Oregon and its growth at the end of the 
Civil War. Mark Sheridan, undecided and stubborn, Clara Dale, who doesn't know what 
she wants, and George Revelwood are shipwrecked on their way to the twenty year old 
state and their survival is a bond that holds through Mark's casting about for per- 
manence. Unable to have Mark, Clara marries George but finds her needs lead her to 
other men; George makes money and learns this is not the answer; Mark finds a challenge 
in the possibilities of the new lumber country, tries and fails, and tries again with 
his sawmills; he is offered the naked hunger of Liza and the steady purpose of Katherine. 
There's a devastating forest fire and the competitive gamble for a new stage line that 
background Mark's energetic search for other outlets and it is Clara's desperate suicide 
that frees him for Katherine and wakes him to the knowledge that people must live in 
the necessary worlds to which they are committed. Shorn and realistic, this is an under~ 
standing and strong picture of Northwest colonization and as the choice of the Literary 
Guild for January it will have a larger than usual Haycox audience.

PRAY FOR A BRAVE HEART $3.56- 75 


Once again the role of teller of tales of espionage (memorably Above Suspicion) 
is becomingly assumed, in a cloak and dagger story of today. William Denning has come- 
pleted his assignment in Germany when his one time chief, Max Meyer, turns up with a 
proposition he cannot completely reject. A vast horde of stolen jewels (one of the un- 
solved items in his recent job) is suspected of being in Switzerland, and about to be 
purchased by an American who has renounced his country and is playing into Communist 
hands. Denning reluctantly turns up in Berne and when Meyer is murdered, he finds him- 
self deeply enneshed in interlocking activities. The American and his entourage prove 
more formidable than expected; the jewel fence pretends to wash his hands of murder, 
but can't quite escape guilt by association; a skillfully plotted network of people, 
engaged in smuggling famous non-conformists out of Europe, is on the verge of exposure. 
A lot of red herrings are dragged across the stage, and not all the loose ends are 
gathered up, but the trap is sprung, and the big fish are caught. Sheer suspense and 
expert craftsmanship. (IC: 59-5241)

TRIAL $3.50 
v The Harper Prize Novel has taken a contemporary theme, and uses as a vehicle 


the trial of a Mexican youth, Angel Chavez, for the rape and murder of a younger sister 
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-732- 
of a “White” classmate and friend, Marie Wiltse. But the story is more than a study of 
prejudice. It cuts deeper as the trial lawyer, David Blake, fresh from the sheltered 

halls of education, painfully learns that he and Angel are alike victims of a plant, in 

which the Communists are deliberately using a closed case to dramatize an issue they want ®@ 
to capitalize on. The intricate unraveling of cause and effect, of the manipulations of 
brain-washed minds, the deliberate involvement of the innocent- it is here that the purpose 

of the story lies. Barney Castle makes a convincing front- a big name lawyer who sacrifices 
himself to serve the cause of a downtrodden people, while actually playing up this cause in 
order to raise money for the evil conspiracy he endorses. Others, too, have their stake 

in the outcome of the trial,- the D.A., with political aspirations, the Judge, whose own 

race makes him hypersensitive, the jailer, who stopped a lynching for his own ends, and 

the State Legislator, inquisitor in recognizable guise. The elements are here for a story 

that cuts a bit deeper than this one does, but perhaps in its surface techniques, the 

motives will carry over better than a more obvious polemic. Anyhow, on sheer readability 

and maturity of conception, this is far ahead of his earlier novel, See How They Run, a 
feverishly exciting story of the race tracks, published back in 1951. (IC: 54-12190)

The threat of her husband 
after his successful jail break, the kidnaping of the little boy and the death of his father 
clear the way for Mark's chance to take care of Dinah and Danny permanently. .Minor medical

Sargent, Joan Avalon 
SEVEN MEN FOR NELDA $2.50 


When Nelda's father dies, leaving her to a poor as well as lonely future, she 
makes up a list of the seven eligible men in Witherspoon, Georgia. There's the town banker, 
the school principal, the garage mechanic, Clark Warner- a widower next door, and Junior 
Abernethy, a social gesture- to whom she is least immune. But as she discards them one by 
one ,and in so doing makes other women happy, her disillusion in Junior is complete, and it 
takes this to make her‘realize that Clark is the man she really loves.... Not necessarily 
the more the merrier- but a perfect “safety in numbers" for conservatives.

Priestley, J. B. Harper 
THE OTHER PLACE $3.00 
In two fairly recent novels (Jenny Villiers and The Magicians) Priestley has 


given evidence of a preoccupation with mysticism, with problems of space and time. Now 
in a collection of short stories, nine of them, he has brought together a group of uneven @ 
merit but all concerned with the subject. For the flavor of the whole try these three:- 


the title story, where the reader shares with the hero the grim reality of a dreary rail- 
road hotel in a Midland town, the boredom of a group of dull citizens, the relief of escape 
through a door into "the other place" - only to be haunted by being unable to find it again; 
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Guest of Honor, @ haunting story of what an after dinner speaker might experience were 
he given a gift of doubtful value, looking behind the facade of the prosperous dinner 
guests he is about to address; and Look After the Strange Girl in which Priestley has 
done his own version of the Berkeley Square theme. All the stories have a common 
quality of shared experience in translation to other levels of place and time. But 

in some there is a sense of strained artificiality which makes return to our own di- 
mensions something of a relief.

THE GADGET MAKER $3-75 


An explicit account of the molding and making of a young aeronautical en- 
gineer which derives a little from personal experience and states, rather than demon- 
strates, the endless excitement of new worlds to conquer. Stanley Brack, an only child 
and the willing victim of his parents' ambitions for him, is serious and single-minded 
as a student, and an earnest employee in his first job with Amalgamated Aircraft in 
California. .With the war, Brack is deferred; he meets Ruth, who marries someone else, 
and Odelle, who does her best to marry him. Later, after the war, as he goes to work 
on the guided missile, Ruth returns- now free- and ready to share his life. But after 
an explosion at the plant, and Ruth's attack against a Nazi scientist, she is fired, 
and Brack shows that he is unwilling to jeopardize his work- and assume her defense... 
An energetic prose often outpaces the story here which perhaps unintentionally shows 
by its insistence on the dedication of a young scientist that all work and no play 
do make a rather dull boy of Brack....

The legendary story of Cortes' Indian princess, Malinali, who was called Marina 
when she became a Christian, is here treated not as a romantic episode but as a part of 
the invasion of Mexico and as a conflict in personal as well as national terms. Malinali, 
attracted by Cortes' power and magical qualities, achieves her ambition to become his woman, 
spies and interprets for him, is given the name Cihuatl Malintzin so that Cortes’ name is 
changed to Tecuhtl Malintzin (Marina's man). As he pits his ambition, tactics and energies 
to overcome the country's physical obstacles, as he forges his plan to split the empire 
and let the Indians conquer Mexico for him, Cortes’ evidences of treachery, coldblooded be- 
trayal reach their pitch with the treatment of Montezuma and subsequently Marina, who sub- 
mits to his taking their son while she works in her own way to help her people. The prize 
that was beyond compare, as it was won by the size of one man's ambition in spite of the 
poverty of his forces, the reprieves when all seemed lost, these are the setting for a 
contrast of values as well as cross sectioning of personalities. This British version re- 
cognizes the lurid but concentrates on the possible. (Remember his memorable From the City, 
Fran the Plough?)

A strange book, and one wonders why any American publisher felt any desire to 
have it translated (from the Dutch?) for publication here. It is the story of a weird 
household, virtually ostracized in the community, whose relations to each other never come 
wholly clear. There is the Old Lady, mother of Ana, whose father is rather mysteriously 
dead, and of Yannie, a 19-year old who is physically mature but whose mind is that of a 
child. His father, it is assumed, is Peter, who also lives there and who had lain with 
the Old Lady from the time he came to work for her man. Then there is Jules, who serves- 
inadequately=- as conscience for them all, a religious fanatic who takes their spiritual 
welfare seriously. Ana and Yannie are suspected of having relations with each other, a 
form of perversion not countenanced at any level. And Jim Bannock, an American soldier, 
who desires Ana, charges her with this when she refuses him. And a village tart who 
desires Yannie flaunts it before the village, so that Yannie shoots up her windows to 
frighten her. At the end- when the American and his sergeant go duck hunting with Peter 
and Yannie, Yannie is killed- and the story ends with Jules and Peter preparing to bury 
him secretly. The story- if it can be called that- is told in segments by the principals, 
and the reader fits the pieces into places. But- to what end? I found it unpalatable-

When N. S. Krushchev took over Malenkov's post as chief of the Soviet 
Communist Party, Marshall MacDuffie made use of his acquaintance and asked to enter 
the Soviet domain - a return visit for the former head of the UNRRA mission to the 
Ukraine. After proper precautions, the red carpet was unrolled, and Mr. MacDuffie 
stepped into eight Soviet Republics on a 10,000 mile tour. He visited city and farn, 
talked to laborers and officials, watched the people's courts in action, went to the 
theatre, saw slaughterhouses and publishing houses. Everywhere he met questions about 
America - whether a worker could go to school at night, why America was encircling 
the U.S.S.R., was there race prejudice in America, etc.. Everywhere he met assertions 
of peaceful intent which Khrushchev stressed in his talk on cooperation. The author 
does not draw all the conclusions from his material that seem possible - perhaps they 
are self-evident or there is insufficient ground for them in the eyes of an expert. 
He does point out the inconsistencies - the claims for innocent good will versus the 
vicious propaganda (a film really roused his ire) and the quantity of planes and 
soldiers in evidence on his route. 32 pages of photographs and a map add to a book 
in which the Russians are allowed to speak for themselves- and reveal a good deal in 
doing so.

The words of D. W. Brogan, Scottish author of The American Character and 
other studies of national characteristics, are always given heed, and wisely so. 
His current volume is an introduction to American politics for the outsider and a 
clarification and interpretation for the insider, whose knowledge will almost surely 
be supplemented by it. He considers the character of the American polity - its vork- 
ing-base in the Constitution, the party system, the relation and history of race and 
politics, the machinations of machines and bosses on the positive and negative side, 
the intrusion of morals in the political field (Prohibition and all that), the manner 
of conducting the national convention and the presidential campaign and what both must 
accomplish, the status and interrelation of president and congress, the place of the 
judiciary and law in the system. He is a sympathetic and objective interpreter who 
weighs the strengths and weakiesses of the system and its parts in empirical terms, 
mindful always not only ot a working government but of the people and their reactions 
to it. While references to the British system indicate the earlier audience and at 
times one feels that absence of the familiarity an American interpreter would bring 
to the subject causes rather questionable emphasis (perhaps a virtue in criticism but 
questionable in exposition and interpretation), this is a book from which much can 
be learned - and we may also be grateful for so fine a spokesman to our overseas

Early ill health rang an ugly tocsin, but after a European sojourn to down 
consumption, Anna, faced with James' illness and speculation losses, decided to embark on 
the perilous seas of Victorian public life. From a Boston reading to the writing of a 
superior comedy on the times called Fashion, to her acting debut as Bulwer's Pauline, 
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Anna Cora progressed, and to her was given the responsibility to prove the stage 
respectable.

The Maryknoll Sister who wrote of the Eastern missions in her lively Paeific 
Hopscotch (see report in March 15, 1951 issue of the Bulletin, P. 169) performs a 
similar service in South and Central America as she follows 4 Mission Trail from 
Yucatan to Chile.Her report on her eight-month tour of duty is jaunty and warm and 
contains delightful descriptions of out-of-the-way spots and personal encounters. The 
role of the missions, the cheerful and devoted sisters and fathers who work for people 
others have forgotten or never known are the center of her book, which she seasons 
with facts about the countries as she flies by night from one to another, pointing 
out the rich and poor of them. Her accounts range from vivid appreciation of the 
enacted and transporting march to Calvary at Cochabamba to the dispensing of an over- 
whelmingly misunderstood order of jello by an ingenious sister. While greater organ- 
ization and development of the columnist-type hippity-hoppity would seem to be in 
order, the whole is a neighborly excursion to new places and faces which untraveled 
Americans, particularly Catholics, will enjoy.

Library shelf is this biography of John Maynard Keynes and arrraisal of his contri- 
bution to economic theory and the world he worked for. There is the picture of the 
brilliant mind, the man of courage who dared change his views when he went on to some 
new theory, who devoted all his strength to economics as current events demanded its 
application. The author considers his classical antecedents, points out the areas he 
accepted from them. Keynes' theories on fiscal policy, relation of saving and invest- 
ment, employment, his bringing of money into the fold, assault on gold, concept of 
the transfer problem in World War I policy are among the areas covered. His determin- 
ed empiricism in relating economics to policy and short-term economics and acceptance 
ofintervention by government as he worked to modify capitalism are in part an explana- 
tion of his influence...The author feels that the extent of his influence timewise 
will depend on the kind of world we live in and on what the Keynesians accomplish. 
Not for the novice, this is collegeelevel or plus material.

A review of that confused spectacle which took place on Capitol Hill last 
spring- the Army-McCarthy hearings which some twenty million Americans were to view 
at home with dismay and disgust- is also a level appraisal of the personalities who 
engaged in it and the public issues which were raised if not resolved. And so, through 
the day by day proceedings of this long, undignified and sometimes uncontrolled hassle 
in which the uncomely mien of political power and pressure was revealed, other faces 
show up too; Mundt, whose good fellowship diminished as his official incapacity 
increased; Jenkins whose "credulity" was largely a painful partiality which tapered 
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off into obsequiousness- to McCarthy; Stevens, harassed and embarassed by the evidence of 

a too eager cooperation and concession; Welch, bemused and later distressed; Schine who 

was reluctant to leave a life of arrogant luxury to become a private; the sanctimonious 

Dirksen and the pacifistic Eisenhower; McClellan, the one truly dedicated and impartial 6 
figure; Carr, Cone, Symington- and of course McCarthy, with his rabid hatred and unassail- . 

able personal power- all these are part of this drama which was most significant as a de- 
monstration of the violation of freedom by McCarthy and the fellow travelers of the revolu- 
tionary right.

PICTORIAL HISTORY OF THE WILD WEST $5.95 


The 500 carefully selected illustrations,- photographs, documents, handbills, 
paintings, contemporary records - justify this being called a "pictorial history". But 
there is also a substantial amount of text- close to four hundred pages. Here the major 
factors behind the lurid history of American outlawry (for it is that rather than a history 
of the Wild West) are analyzed. There were three:- the tradition of outlawry, which dated 
back to Colonial days and the cattle rustlers and horse thieves, the outlaw bands of the 
American Revolution, the ruffians of the Neutral Grounds, and so on to the violence of the 
Natchez Trace, the Gold Rush days, etc. etc.; the impact of the Civil War with men accustom- 
ed to shooting turned loose and homeless; the drought that brought disaster to the cattle 
industry. Here are the stories of gangsters, bank robbers, train robbers, hustlers, out- 
laws, gunmen. Here are the famous figures of the so-called comics,- Vasquez, Black Bart, 
the Daltons, the James, the Rufus Buck gang, Apache Kid, Black Jack, the Wild Bunch and 
others. Here are the women who played their parts,- Calamity Jane, Belle Starr, China 
Polly. Here are the men on the side of the law,- Wild Bill Hickok, Wyatt Earp, the 
Pinkertons.

Pratt, Richard & Dorothy Hawthorne Books 
THE SECOND TREASURE OF EARLY AMERICAN HOMES $12.50 


The immense success of the first Treasury five years ago (some quarter of a 
million readers is estimated) and the popularity of the regional series in the Ladies’ 
Home Journal is a measure of the market for this second volume. Interest in the archi- 
tectural and historical heritage of America, concentrated chiefly in the thirteen original 
states and the District of Columbia has been growing steadily, as the hordes of people who 
visit such places as Williamsburg and Sturbridge ind: cates. This volume includes fifty 
seven of the homes pictured in the series - exteriors and 140 interiors, and the whole com- 
prise a delightful tour stretching from far eastern Maine to southern Virginia. Aestheti- 
cally and architecturally, the houses combine qualities that are pleasing to the eye and 
indicative of the best of their periods, inside and out. At least half of these houses 
are never open to public view so the book is actually a private view- a rewarding one. @ 
Informative text, detailing those aspects of the photographs that help enrich the under- 
standing. The photographs are in color; one could wish for more consistently fine re- 
productions - some of these are a bit fuzzy in outline and uneven in tone quality, while 
the majority are very satisfying. A book that provides a good choice for holiday giving.

There has been no attempt to highlight the drama implicit in this true story 
of a school teacher whose grit saved the lives of the children entrusted to her care 
when a blizzard caught them out in the Nebraska sandhills, the bus stalled in a snow 
bank, caught fire and burned, and nine people were left to the mercy of the storm. 

The story is soberly told; the children, a teen-aged boy who had been driving, and 
seven younger children, come clear as individuals - none of them of heroic stature; 
and the twenty three year old teacher holds the controls, rations the slender store 

of food, organizes the procurement of fuel, fights to sustain life through eight grim 
days, in a sort of igloo made from packed snow against willow branches tied together. 
Mari Sandoz knows the prairies with their uncharted reaches, the storms which blanket 
them in winter. Wisely, she has let the facts of this story build their own measure 
of tension and emotion.
